Fox some time past the attention of 
the nation has been directed to the 
Latter-day Saints and their marriage 
relations.

They are the most destitute of 
charity in the treatment of our ques- 
tion, and they are the worst enemies 
we have. By the efforts of a number

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foreign-born mothers with children 
have nearly at the rate of three and a 
half living. Of the married women 
in Massachusetts there are only a 
little over eighty-two out of each 
hundred who have children at all. 
This is a bad showing for the great 
state of Massachussets, but there is 
another cause for concern in the 
social life of the nation which has 
been increasing in magnitude and 
_ blackness for some time past. It is 
asserted that the increase of divorce 
has become so threatening that, unless 
something is done, it will, ere long, 
overwhelm the domestic institutions 
of the country, and pollute the very 
fountains of chastity. It is asserted 
that the divorces now reach an aggre- 
gate that is simply infamous. The 
condition of things which this increase 
is . about is declared to be 
frightful. If this be not checked it will 
not be long before the body politic 
will be rotten to the core, for it is not 
in the nature of things for a nation to 
preserve its morals in the face of a 
steady advance of such a flood of vices 
as these frequent divorces produce. 
During the first four hundred years 
of the existence of the Roman nation 
not a single divorce was applied for 
or granted. During that long period 


the nation was strong, united and 


vigorous. The Romans during that 
riod were a virtuous people; but 
ome had its civil wars, and during 
and after them the morals of the peo- 
ple became corrupt, and divorces 
became almost as numerous as marri- 
ages. It is alleged that men got 
divorces in order that they might 
marry, and married in order to be 
divorced. Seneca said that Romans 
measured their age not by cunsuls, 
but by the number of marriages they 
had made. The state became terribly 
corrupt ; profligacy flourished. Chas- 
tity was almost unknown. The Roman 
wer was destroyed by the bar- 
arians, but barbarous, uncouth and 
uncivilized as these were, compared 
with the polished and _ civilized 
Romans, they possessed the vigor of 
a people uncorrupted by wealth, 
licentiousness, and other vices which 
flourished among the Romans. 
Concerning this subject Cardinal 
Gibbon, of the Roman Catholic Church, 
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has lately written an article for the 
North American Review, from which I 
make the following extract :— 

In our own country the divorce 
evil has grown more rapidly than our 
growth and strengthened more rapidly 
than our strength. Mr. Carroll D. 
Wright, in a special report on the 
statistics of marriage and divorce 
made to Congress in February, 1889, 
places the number of divorces in the 
United States in 1867 at 9,937, and 
the number in 1886 at 25,535. These 
figures show an increase of the divorce 
evil much out of proportion to our 
increase in population. The know- 
ledge that divorces can easily be 
procured encourages hasty marri- 
ages and equally hasty separa- 
tions, Legislators and judges in some 
states are encouraging inventive 
— in the art of finding new causes 
or divorce. Frequently the most 
trivial and even ridiculous pretexts 
are recognized as sufficient for the 
rupture of the marriage bond ; and in 
some states divorce can be obtained 
without and even without 
the knowledge of the defendant—in 
such cases generally an innocent wife. 
Crime has sometimes been committed 
for the very purpose of bringing about 
a divorce, and cases are not rare in 
which plots have been laid to blacken 
the reputation of a virtuous spouse in 
order to obtain legal freedom for new 
nuptials, Sometimes, too, there is 
collusion between the married parties 
to obtain divorce. One of them 
trumps up charges; the other does 
not oppose the suit ; and judgment is 
entered for the plaintiff. Every daily 
newspaper tells us of divorces applied 
for or granted, and the public sense 
of delicacy is constantly being shocked 
by the disgusting recital of divorce- 
court scandals. 

We are filled with righteous in- 
dignation at Mormonism; we brand 
it as a national disgrace, and justly 
demand its suppression. Why? Be- 
cause, forsooth, the Mormons are poly- 
gamists. Do we forget that there are 
two species of polygamy—simultan- 
eous and successive? Mormons prac-

King Humbert has given the sum of £40,000 for the erection of the proposed monu- 
ment to Mazzini. 

A strike has broken out among the miners of Brunswick (North Germany) colliery 
district, and some rioting has taken place. 

The revenue of the Post Office telegraphs is returned at £2,129,000, the expenditure 
being £88,604 above the receipts. 

- The Pope with the consent of the Japanese Government, Wann a Metro- 
politan at Tokio, with four suffragan Bishops. 

The influenza has been making terrible ravages in Teheran. Several members of the 
Royal family have caught the illness, and as many as seventy deaths have been registered 
in the city in one day. 

On Saturday, March 15th, a strike commenced | on the north-east coast, where 20, 000 
engineers of Newcastle, Sunderland, the Hartlepools, and Stockton, in accordance with 
the result of a ballot taken during the week, ceased work. 

A Reuter’s New York telegram says a remarkable case of reputed longevity is an- 
nounced from Stanislaus, California. An Indian there has just died who is declared to 
have reached the age of 150 years. | 

The Arizona Gazette says :—‘‘ The Mormon people of Arizona are as moral and well- 
behaved people as can be found in this or any other territory, and the opposition to them 
comes solely from political demagogues who fail to control their votes. The tax-payers 
of Arizona have no fear of the Mormon influence in public affairs.” 

It is estimated that out of the forty-four thousand Jews in London, there are about 
fifteen hundred wealthy families in the western, and eight hundred well-to-do families in 
other quarters of the Metropolis. The London Jewish community supports not fewer 
than forty-seven charitable institutions at a cost of £37,000 per annum. 

BxRNR, March 17.— The village of Gampel, near Brigue, in the Canton Valais, has 
been destroyed by fire, and 300 persons have thereby been rendered homeless and 
destitute. Numbers of cattle and goats have perished, and none of the lost property was 
insured. The wretched inhabitants are in extreme distress.

THERE probably never was a time in the world’s history, when the air was 
so full of rumors of impending calamity, as at the present. The very 
atmosphere seems surcharged with an overpowering sensation of gloom, 
and the outlook, turn whither we will, forebodes a time when men’s 
hearts shall fail them“ for fear. 

At home, in England, a crisis in history is approaching with startling 
rapidity, the far-reaching effects of which cannot be over-estimated. The 
war which for the past decade has been waged between labor on one side, 
and capital on the other, has, without a doubt, assumed a most serious 
aspect. From the place where we write can be daily seen in procession a 
serried mass of laborers, 30,000 strong, who have recently come out on 
strike. 

Simultaneously with the strike at Liverpool, comes the news of the 
strike of 20,000 engineers at Newcastle-on-Tyne, and of the coal miners 
throughout the entire country, involving at least one million people. The 
collateral effects of such action can scarcely be conceived. The magnitude 
of the various interests affected by a coal famine is almost inestimable, 
and will implicate millions of people. Should the present state of affairs 
continue but for a few weeks, terrible suffering and inconvenience must 
be the result, unless a crisis is speedily averted. 

In France a state of affairs exists less apparent, but at the same time 
equally impressive. The restlessness of the French people has been fre- 
quently shown of late, in the almost semi-yearly change of Government. 
The desire for a restoration of the monarchy is fast gaining ground, and 
such restoration would likely be but the precursor of another terrible 
revolution. | 
In Germany we find a most significant state of affairs. There Bismarck, 
the “ Man of Iron,” who for years has held the destinies of Europe in his 
hand, has been at last superseded. It is an open secret that the action of 
the German Emperor in summoning a labor conference in Berlin, has 
been taken in opposition to the counsel of Bismarck. Doubtless the Em- 
peror realizes how slender is the support of the position he occupies, and 
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by subserving the multitude, hopes to prop a tottering throne, . With the 
decline of Bismarck, it is impossible to say how long the peace of Europe 
may be preserved. It is a grave question. The great extravagance with 
which the various European powers have been inventing instruments of 
destruction, and preparing for war, and in which Germany has taken so 
conspicuous a part, presages that when war does break out, it will be such 
a horrid carnage that men’s souls will sicken at the thought. 

The thrones of Spain and Portugal are threatened by the revolutionary 
leaders, and signs are not wanting to show that a revolution may take. 
place at any time. | 
ha Italy the King maintains his crown by making the most extravagant i 

concessions to his subjects, and a state of affairs exists in that country 
somewhat similar to that in France. 

In Austria the Emperor Francis Joseph realizes the instability of his 
position to such an extent, as to express a public desire to abdicate his 
_ throne; while in Greece, King George retains his position at the request 

of the British Government. 

The state of affairs in Turkey is so well known as to require no com- 
ment, though we may mention the rapid manner in which the Jews are 
returning in large numbers to Palestine; while in Russia, everything 
points to revolution. The spread of Nihilism, and the sensation caused 
by the impeachment of the Czar by Madame Marie Tchebrikova, and her 
subsequent arrest, are followed by the discovery of the plot to murder 
the Emperor in his own palace. A feeling of boldness is evident amongst 
the Russian people, which contrasts strongly with their former submission 
to Imperialism, and in Russia, as elsewhere, we notice a culminating 
point is rapidly being reached. 

In India the natives are reported in a state of semi-revolt, while there 
is an evident desire among some of the British colonies to shake off the 
yoke of the mother country. 

China and Japan are at present canna with fire, flood, and famine, 
and the people there are being wasted by one or other of these agencies, 
with alarming rapidity. 

In America, calamity after cal 8 and a state of affairs 
exists on a par with the rest of the world the wisdom of the wise perish- 
ing. There, justice is prostituted in the name of law, to crush an innocent 
and inoffemsive people. The Constitution, which was once the wonder 
and admiration of the world, is being torn to shreds. In Utah, place- 
hunters, carpet baggers, and political jobbers, disgrace good government. 
Nor are the factors of a great revolution wanting, for the Negro question, 
and other difficulties, are sure to end in trouble and bloodshed. 

The recent influenza epidemic is but the precursor of more terrible 
plagues soon to follow. 

Another sign of the times which to Latter-day Saints at least, has peculiar 
significance, i is the remarkable phenomenon to which we recently drew 
attention in these columns—viz., the wonderful manner in which the 
arctic regions are being broken up, and the great commotion which is there 
so evident,

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Turning en the social and political to the religious aspect, we find 
here also a most marvellous “sign” in the rapid spread of Roman 
Catholicism. In Europe and America alike, the giant strides which 
Romanism is making is equally significant and wonderful. Like a huge 
octopus, she is gradually drawing within her clutches the various nations 
we have mentioned, and is fast regaining the temporal power she held i in 
the middle ages. 

These various signs of the times“ we have enumerated, with the eairth- 
quakes, fires, floods, diseases and dire calamities of daily occurrence, are 
easily understood by the Latter-day Saints, who study the Scriptures. 
Were the people of the world not so blinded with unbelief, and so shrouded 
in darkness, they could not but realize that in all these things an over- 
whelming evidence is given of the fulfillment of prophecy relating to 
these last days. The awful position in which the nations stand, is clearly 
apparent and strikingly manifest. It is terrible to think of. Ol that we 
had a voice loud as thunder and sharp as lightning, with which to call the 
nations to repentance, and convince the world of unbelievers that the 
hour of God's judgment has come, for her (Babylon) sins have reached to 
the heavens, and God hath remembered her iniquities.” _ 

In view of the foregoing, what a lurid glare of light is thrown ‘ on the 
following passages of Scripture: 

And he said, Take heed that ye be not deceived: for many shall come 
in my name, saying, I am Christ; and the time draweth near: go ye not 
therefore after them. But when ye shall hear of wars and commotions,
